Mrs. Bel- 
knap and Mrs. Bowers returned to Washington, 
and a few weeks thereafter Mrs. Belknap sent me 
word te come over. I did so. Sue told me the 
post-tradership at Fort Sill was vacant ; that it 
was a valuable post as she understood, and that 
she had eicher asked for it for me, or had pro- 
vailed upon the Secretary of War to agree to 
giveittome. Atalievevts I called upon the 
Secretary of War, and as nearas I can remem- 
ber made application for this position; a regular 
printed form. The Secretary said he would ap- 
point if I could bring the proper letters and 
recommendations, and this I said I could do. 
Either Mrs. Belknap or the Secretary teld me 
that the present trader at the post, John 8. Ev- 
ans, was an applicant for reappointment, aud 
that had better see him, he being in 
the city, as it would not be fair to 
turn bim out of office without some notice, as 
he would lose largely on his buildings, merchan- 
dise, &., if the office was taken from bim, and 
that it would be proper and just for me to make 
some arrangement with him for their purchase 
if I wished to run the post myself. [ saw Evans, 
and found bim alarmed at the prospect of losing 
the place. I remember that he said that a firm 
of Western post-traders who claimed a good 
deal of imiluence with the Secretary of War 
promised to have him appointed, but he found 
on coming to Washington this firm to be entire- 
ly without iafluence. Evans first proposed a 
partnership, which I declined, and then a boous 
of a certain portion of the profits if I would al- 


_low him to bold the position and continue the 


business. We finally 
AGREED UPON $15,000 PER YEAR. 
Evans and myseif went on to New York to- 
gether, where the contract was made and exe- 
cuted, which is herewith submitted. [Paper 
marked A.] During our trip over, however, Mr. 
Evans saw something in the Army and Navy 
Journal which led bim to think that some of 
the troops were to be removed from the fort, 
and he had offered too large a sum, and, before 
the contract was drawn, it was reduced by agree- 
ment to $12,000, the same being payabie quar- 
terly in advance.

A CONVERSATION WITH MRS. BOWERS 
to the following purport, as far as I cao now re- 
member, but must say that just here my memory 
is exceedingly indistinct, amd I judge in part 
perhaps from what followed as to details of 
the conversation: I went up-stairs in the nurs- 
ery with Mrs. Bowers to see the baby. I said to 
ber, This child will have money coming to it 
before a great while.” She said Los.“ The 
mother gave the child to ma, and told me that 
„The money coming from you she must take 
and keep for it.” I said All right,” and it 
seems to me I said that perhaps the 
father ought to be consulted. I say 
it seems so, and yet I can give no reason 
for it, for as far as I knew the father 
knew nothing of any money transactions be- 
tween the mother and myseif. I havea faint 
recollection of a remark of Mrs. Bowers that if 
I sent the money to the father that it belonged 
to her, and that she would getitanyway. I 
certainly had some understanding then or sub- 
sequently with her or him, for when the next 
payment came due and was paid I sent one-half 
thereof to the Secretary of War, and have con- 
tinued substantially from that day forward to 
the present time to do the same. About, I 
should say, one and one-half to two years after 
the commencement of these payments, I 
REDUCED THE AMOUNT TO $6,000 PER ANNUM. 
The reason of this reduction was partly be- 
cause of combined complaints on the part of Evans 
and his partner, and partly, so far as I pow ro- 
member, in consequence of an article in the 
newspapers about that time reflecting on the in- 
justice done to soldiers at this fort, caused by 
exorbitant charges made necessary on the part 
of the trader by reason of the payment of this 
bonus. ‘lo the best of my knowledge and be- 
lief, the above is a true statement of all the 
facts in the case, and as complete as I can re- 
member the occurrences of so many years ago. 
How THE PAYMENTS WERE MADE. 
Q. (by the Chairman)—State how the pay- 
ments were made to the Secretary of War sub- 
uent to the funeral of his then wife, which 
you attended in Washington in December, 1870, 
—whether in cash, by check, draft, certificate of 
deposit of bonds, or by express, or otherwise.

Except the first payment in the fall of 
1870, and the last in December, 1874, all were to 
be made to the Secretary in the modes I have 
stated, unless, perhaps, on ove or two occasions, 
at hus instance, 1 bought a Government bond 
with the moneys in my bands arising from the 
contract with Evans, which I either lost or hand- 


ed to him.

THE IMPEACHMENT. 
AN INTENSK SCENE. 
Svectwal Diepaich to The Chicage Tribune. 

Wasuivoron, D. C., March 2.—Yesterday Will- 
iam Belknap, of Iowa, was Secretary of War aad 
in the eyes of the world an honest man. To- 
day, by a unanimous vote of the House of Repre- 
sentatives, he stands impeached of high crimes 
and misdemeanors. The story of this great crime 
and national dishonor was told ia part in the 
House of Representatives. There has been no 
such scene in Congress since the days when «@ 
Republican member rose in his place ia the 
House and said : | 

Resolved, That Andrew Johnson, President of the 
United States, be impeached of high crimes and mis- 
demeanoars, 

The story, which had so rapidly spread, aad 
nad gained 80 little credence during the early 
hours of the day, was soon believed when, at 
4 o’clock, the Speaker called the House to order. 
The stillness of the grave came over that body; 
the members gathered together as decorously as 
if to pay the tribute of respectful memory to 
one of their own number. They had assembled 
for a more solemn purpose than that; they were 
present as mournful witnesses toa story of 
national dishonor. The galleries were densely 
paeked. The diplomatic and members’ galleries 
were filled with ladies who came to hear the sad 
tale of the 
TEMPTATION AND FALL OF ONE OF SOCIETY'S 

QUEENS. 
The general galleries were filled with the idle 
and curious. The mombers crowded to the 
semi-circie in front of the Speaker’s desk, some 
even sitting upon the floor, The vacant seats 
and the space between the seats were crowded 
with Senators who came to witness the prelim- 
inary proceedings in the case ia which they are 
so soon to sit as judges. 
A DEATHLY STILLNESS 

fell upon the House when Heister Clymer rose. 
What a sense of decorum and regard for business 
could not accomplish this ghastly day'a business 
did—the House was stilled. Clymer, Belknap’s 
old classmate, had become, by virtue of his posi- 
tion as Chairman of the Committee on Expendi- 
tures in the War Department, the person desig- 
nated to arraigu his old comrade.

PRELIMINARIES.

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THE PUMPING ENGINES. 


And Especially What Is Known as the 
South One. 


Mr. Cregier Disproves Certain 
Statements Concerning It. 


And Mr. Chesbrough Speaks to the Same 
Effect. 


4 communication st appeared in Sunday's Trrs- 
Une in which the writer endeavored to prove 
that the great south engine at the Water-Works 
was in an unsound condition,-and that there was 
a large waste of power, which was rapidly 
pounding the machinery into a state of dilapi- 
dation. Mr. E. 8. Chesbrough, City Evgineer, 
being interviewed on the subject, denied in gen- 
eral terme each of the allegations. Now comes 
up again the author of the communication, Mr. 
John Mills. of No. 399 West Monroe street, who 
reiterates his previous charges yet more vehe- 
mently. He elaime in bis last letter that the en- 
gine is crippled—that 1s, that it does not and can- 
Dot exert its norma! force, Of course, says Mr. 
Mills, it is understood that the term ‘crippled ” 
does got imply that the engine is unable to per- 
form ftg work. siuce it is actually working at the 
present time. To prove the statement he quotes 
from the last report of the Board of blio 
Works, where Mr. Cregier says: 

3 since been discovered that the action of the 

just referred to caused a suflicient settlement 
of the stone under the pump to break the sole-plate 
and crack the lower section of one of the pumps. 

In regatd to stopping the engine for repairs, 
the writer claims thatthe engine is defective 
Mr. Chesbrough was reported as say- 
ing: We stop it every little while to see if it 
— repairing.” He cites the pumping-engine 
ab Cievelaud, which he says bas been in oper- 
ation twentv-two years and has never been stop- 
ped for repairs, the most that has been done 
being to raise the piston to the top of the cylin- 
der, sorape the rings, and lower to place again. 

Mr. Mills refers to what he calls a waste of 
278 horse-power, and claims that it is knocking 
the engine to pieces, asserting that the break in 
the sole-piate before alluded to was caused by 
this. He states that the English engiues are 
superior to the ones in use here, because, he 
says, some of them have been running thirty 
years contmually, and have never been obliged 
to call in the aid of any such engine as the 
Knowles to help them out. 

HE THEM ASKS: 

Are the south engines constructed and worked on 
sound mechanical principles, aud is the power fairly 
used up without undue friction and strain upon the 
parts? Tuisisthe point, It is not whether the en- 
vines need now and then some trifling repairs,—euch 
of course are by every engine,—but are 
these engines 30 constructed and worked 
(hat they are Habe to break down 
from excessive stramm upoufthe parte? In discussing 
this question it will be necessary again to recur to the 
Citizens’ report and repeat the statement made in my 
first article, Table 3, page 51, gives the indicated duty 
of the engines, 1,235 horse-power : actual duty in use- 
fal effect, 157; leaving uuaceounted for 478. Now, in- 
dicated duty te the power exerted by the steam upon 
the piston in pounds of steam, as shown by the indi- 
cator, This pressure is all exerted ; im this case, 478 
horse-power is in some way lost. How and where is 
this power lost? A very liberal allowance is made for 
unavoidable friction m this instauce; this is called 
200 bhorse-power, which is exerted in some 
wey, for it cannot be that it shall not in sone 
way show itself, Where does it go? If Mr. Ches- 
brough or oe Cregier will account for this in some 
reasonable way, I will be glad to have them doit. But 

er can 


do they think. that 478-horse- be used in 
friction—nearly 40 per cent of the whole Mqndtoated 


power? If, then, it cannot be accounted for in fric- 
tion, is there any other way to count for its being 
expended, except in strain upon the parts? Power or 
foree must exhaust ite, and if but a portion is used 
in useful effect, the balance must go in the direction 
ot wear and tear upon the engine, 

The above comprise all the main points of the 
comm nnicatio n. 

A reporter yesterday afternoon called upon 

CHIEF-ENGINEER CREGIER 
at the Water- Works, for the purpose of obtain- 
ing from bum an erplanation of the present con- 
dition of tie south engine. 

“Ido not know,” said Mr. Cregier, “as I 

to make any reply to an attack of this 
kind, —espeocially wheu it is in the face of care 
ful opinions given by men who have made en- 
gineering the study of their lives, and whose 
ability and honesty are unquestioned. * 
“Perhaps,” suggested the reporter. ‘ you 
might be willing to answer a few vestions | for 
the benefit of the readers of Tuz Tuiscnez,” 
“ Certaiutv.” 
„Well, then, to begin with, 
IS THE SOUTH ENGINE CRIPPLED ?"’ 

„It is not. You may assure the public that 
there is not the slightest defect in the engine, ae 
a whole or ia deta.” 

Ihe writer of the letter to Tur Trisuns 
gays that the eugine is crippled because of the 
breaking of the sole-piate. How is it?“ 

**Nomsense. The break which he so mag- 
nified was a very insignificant matter, not ioter- 
fering with the workings of the engine, aod, tn 
fact, ouly alluded to im my report because show- 
ing that the engine really had done more than it 
was credited with. It was simply caused by the 
water working down under the plate and wash- 
ing away some of the filling, and that made 3 
crack in the pinto, which, however, was reme- 


% Ave you obliged to stop often for repairs?” 
“No; I assure you if we were the people 
3 know it without being informed through 
pers. The south engine has not been 

— try in thirteen months. and has been 
runing twenty-four boers a dey.” 

„How was it that City-Eugineer Chesbrough 
was reported as saying that you were obliged to 
stop ‘every little while for repairs?” 

„That was surely as mistake in the report. 
I can't believe that Mr. Chesbrough ever made 
any such statement. Why, here is an old engine 
which was pat up in 1853, and is running to-day 
without ever having had a break-down. All en- 
gines have to be overhauled occasionally, as any 
person of common sense knows, but that does 
not imply that there is any serious defect in 
them. The Cleveland engine, which your cor- 
respondent refers to as never having stopped, 
was d again and again.’ 

Mr. C bere showed the interviewer a copy 
of the lost Cleveland report, where the engineer 
7 ressly stated that the engine stopped April 

875, because of the breakmg of the cr the 
—— pump caps ; again, July 15, 1875 west 
engine stopped by reason of the fracturing of 
the lower valve of the main pump. 

We have experienced no such stops as those,” 
said Mr. Cregier; and you must also remem- 
ber that the average running time per day of 
the Cleveland engine, as given in this report, 
was 19 hours 41 minutes, while our engines run 
2% hours. But it is all nouesentze to attempt to 

refute such baséless charges and false state- 
ments as are brought forward by the writer of 
that communication.” 

If the testimony of men of experience and 
eminence is worth — continued Mr. 
Oregier, ‘‘I might show you letters by the soore 
from ali parts of the country as to the excel- 
lence of the south engine. Por instance, Mr. 
W. W. W. Wood, Chief of the Bureau of Steam 
Engineering of the United States Navy, wrote 
ouly a short time sgo that he considered the 
south engine as fine a working engine as he 
ever saw ashore or afloat. Then there was 
Thomas J. Whitman, Chief Engineer of the St. 
Louis Water-Works, who stated toa gentleman 
that this was the finest looking engine that ever 
turned a wheel.”

Record of Business Transacted Yes- 
terday. 

CRYSTAL LAKE PICKLING AND PRESERVING 
WORKS, 

Judge Williams decided the motion yesterday 
to dismiss the proceedings lately commenced by 
J. C. Meyer in the Circuit Court against the 
Crystal Lake Pickling and Preserving Works, 
and to have the property turned over to the As- 
signee in Bankruptcy, on the ground that the 
Company was in bankruptcy. The Judge held 
that all the decisions of both the State and 
Federal courts agreed that, when the juris- 
diction of a State court attached to the 
person and subject matter, it would retain juris- 
diction, and proceed with the litigation to its final 
determination ; and that the facts stated in the 
bill were suflivient to give the court jurisdiction, 
and showed a proper case for the appointment of 
a Receiver, although in this opinion the bill did 
not make all the necessary parties defendants. 
A Receiver had been duly appomted, and had 
taken possession of the property before any pro- 
ceedings had been begun in bankruptcy. The 
court possessed full power to adjust and deter- 
mine the rights of all the parties in interest, aud 


there would be no advantage to be gained by the 
proposed transfer. The motion was therefore 


overruled. 
THE TAX CASES. 

The tax cases which were begun in the Supe- 
rior Court are at last concluded, with the excep- 
tion of two or three suits which have been be- 
gun in the last two or three days. About ninety 
cases, it will be remembered, were brought at 
once by E. G. Asay and J. J. McKinoon imme- 
diately after the decisions of Judges Moore and 
Williams, and since that time about twenty-five 
others have been un. Out of the ninety-five 
cases commenced by Messrs. Asav and Mo- 
Kinnon, the relief has been denied in toto in 
seventy-two cases, and a partial injunction has 
been given in ten. The remaimiog cases are 
under advisement. In all where an injunction 
has been allowed, returns were made, but by 
mistake the assessment vas erronecusly 
raised. The amount which has been enjoined, 
however, is hardly large enough to pay the law-

A correct copy of Attorney-General Preenr- 
Pont’s letter of instruction, or suggestion, or 
caution, to the District-Attorneys at St. 
Louis, Chicago, and Milwaukee is, given in 
our Washington dispatches, and it is re- 
marked that the striking discrepancies be- 
tween the original draft and the letter pub- 
lished in the newspapers prove that Mr. 
Srorrs, Gen. Bascocn’s senior counsel, who 
gave the letter for publication, did not have 
access to the original draft in the Attorney- 
General's office. It so happens, however, 
that these discrepancies prove nothing of the 
sort. A comparison of the true copy 
given in our columns this morning with the 
copy published in the Cincinnati Commercial 
of Feb. 5as a dispatch from St. Louis un- 
doubtedly shows discrepancies, which would 
suggest that the substance of the letter had 
been given from memory; but a comparison 
of the genuine copy with the letter published 
in the Chicago Times of Feb. 1 shows the 
latter to be a literal and exact transcript, ex- 
cepting the natural and trivial errors incident 
to transmission by telegraph, and shows be- 
yond question that the person who gave the 
letter to the Washington correspondent of 
the Times had seen and copied Mr. Pan- 
pont’s letter. If Mr. Sronns was the person 
who supplied the letter to the Tunes man, 
then Mr. Storrs obtained it direct from the 
Attorney-General’s office, The discrepan- 
cies above referred to are easily accounted 
for. They arose from the fact that the letter 
in the Times of Feb. 1 was translated into 
German and retranslated into English before 
it appeared in the Cincinnati Commercial,— 
hence the discrepancies. In the light of the 
denial by Attorney-General P or and 
Mr. Sronns that Gen. Basooox or his coun- 
sel were accorded extraordinary favors by the 
Department of Justice, it becomes peculiarly 
interesting and important to know how Mr. 
Sronns obtained possession of the famous 
letter. 
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THE CRIME OF SOCIETY. 

The revelations at Washington implicating 
Gen. W. W. Bztanapr, Secretary of War, and 
his wife in a system of bribes and blackmail, 
will not fail to produce the most painful feel- 
ing throughout the whole nation. Gen. 
BeixnaP was regarded by the country as one 
of the purest men ever employed in the pub- 
lic service. As a soldier he won a most emi- 
nent distinction, not only for his skill and 
success as an officer, but for his remarkable 
personal bravery and for his high personal 
integrity. He was a lawyer by profession, 
but was never a professional politican. He 
was selected for the War Department be- 
cause of eminent fitness for the special 
duties of that office. Of all the men in office, 
suspicion of corruption would in the least 
attach to him. 

There is a moral and a lesson in this ter- 
rible fall which may be and should be taken 
home to the hearthstone of every family. 
The cause of this wreck is domestic extrava- 
gance ; fashionable recklessness of expenditure 
and rivalry in social display. The sudden 
acquisition of wealth so common of late 
years has had a most demoralizing effect 
upon American society. Labor andindustry, 
and we may add honesty, have lost caste, and 
the possession of wealth, no matter how ob- 
tained, has become the badge of social rank 
and the passport to every circle.. It has ina 
measure superseded in social estimation per- 
sonal integrity, personal intelligence, and 
personal accomplishment. When men hav- 
ing no other commendation than wealth no- 
toriously acquired by the plunder of the pub- 
lic, the appropriation of public money, or by 
frauds on the revenue, are admitted to the 
highest official and social circles, who can be 
surprised at the criminal consequences ex- 
tending through all official and business walks 
of life ? 

The elevation of wealth to the highest 

social rank has, of course, introduced a wild 
extravagance in domestic expenditure. It has 
made display for display’s sake part of our 
daily life. We all spend all our honest in- 
come, and yearn, all unsatisfied, for more. 
There is a natural, but none the less demor- 
alizing, ambition to equal others in display, 
especially in the waste of dressing, entertain- 
ments, and general domestic expenditure. 
For years the extravagance of fashionable 
life has been becoming more and more reck- 
less, from the owner of millions down to the 
man who lives on his daily wages. Fach has 
been attempting to equal the next above him 
in point of display and expenditure. This 
corrapting influence has pervaded fashionable 
and social life as well in the rural bamlets as 
in large cities. 

But nowhere has this fatal practice been 
more baleful in its effects than in Wathing- 
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laces, satins, and silks, has been destructive 
alike to morals and to integrity. The rivalry 
in the way of houses and furniture, of horses 
and carriages, of plate, of entertainments of 
the most sumptuous character, has been in- 
tense, and the majority of those engaged in 
this costly strife have had no honest income 
to sustain it, Debt, crime, or corruption was 
inevitable. 

The wonder is not that such a wreck of 
character and honor and of life-long integri- 
ty should take place, but that there have not 
been others, and many of them. Looked at 
calmly, what other result can be expected 
from this general, almost universal, practice 
of living beyond honest means, an aban- 
donment of honest labor for equivocal 
pursuits, and the laborious effort to 
get rich without work? The effects 
are every day made evident in the long list 
of defaulting and embezzling crimes com- 
mitted by persons having business charge of 
other people's money. It is made evident in 
the long daily list of bankruptcies and of 
official thievery.. It is mgde evident in the 
fact that Grand Juries have become practical- 
ly permanent bodies in several States of the 
Union, investigating a single class of corrup- 
tion,—bribery and theft. It is made evident 
in the fact that daily newspapers are started 
and maintained to defend and protect the 
men who rob the Government, accept bribes, 
and who are rich in the money stolen from 
the publio. This system of social waste and 
extravagance can have but one end,—bank- 
ruptcy or crime, with all their consequences ; 
and there can be no reformation until society 
shall recognize wealth as disreputable that is 
not the product of honest toil and skill. 

TAX FOR SEWERS. 

The Common Council on Wednesday fal- 
tered in their good work of reducing expend- 
itures. They had acted bravely until they 
reached the item of sewers, and then there 
was a collapse, and good intentions and eco- 
nomical resolves were scattered, we fear never 
to be recovered. The item first proposed 
was to expend $8,000 for a sewer in Halsted 
street, in the North Division, which was 
quickly followed by another $5,000 for a 
sewer in the same street 6 miles south of the 
first sewer, from Thirty-first to Thirty-fourth 
street. The two motions were combined and 
were adopted. Then there was loud com- 
plaint that these two sewers had been pushed 
through in violation of the rule of reduced 
expenses, while there were other Aldermen who 
had sewers on hand calling for $300,000 who 
had got nothing. But this indignation was 
not real. Had the Aldermen been honest in 
their opposition, neither of these motions 
could have carried. The appropriations could 
not have been made had not the majority 
voted for them. When the Common Council 
resumes the consideration of the ordinance, 
these appropriations for sewers should be 
taken out. Certainly the Council ought to 
understand the folly of their proceedings. 
Look at what has been done for sewers since 
the fire. The actual sum expended for the 
construction of sewers from April, 1872, to 
January, 1876, is as follows: 3

Total appropriations, $1,916,873 
It will be seen that though the city has ex- 
pended $1,591,873 for new sewers since 
April, 1872, there is abalance on hand to the 
credit of the sewerage construction fund of 

325,000, which is available for the year 
1876. Has not the city been extremely lib- 
eral? Has it not been so liberal that there 
can be no complaint if there isa halt, and if 
further appropriations be omitted for at least 
one year, especially as there is a sum of 
$325,000 already applicable to that purpose ? 

When the city enacted its fire ordinance 
and the construction of brick buildings was 
encouraged, it enlarged its appropriations for 
sewers, extending the system wherever sani- 
tary considerations or the building laws 
made sewers indispensable. Within that 
short time taxes to the amount of nearly two 
millions of dollars have been levied for sew- 
ers alone. A liberal sum of the fund thus 
raised remains unexpended, and the Council 
can hardly justify itself in laying a fresh tax 
upon the city at this time for sewers. 


THE MAYOR’S ELECTION. 

Mayor Corum gives notice to the 65,000 
voters of the city that he intends to hold 
over another year as Mayor of Chicago, in 
defiance of law and of public opinion. He 
announces that the Common Council will not 
dare to call a special election fur Mayor! 
and, if the Council shall do so, that he 
will veto the resolution, prohibit the election, 
and place the public at defiance. He is said 
to have given notice, further, that he will 
veto the ordinance redistricting the city, so 
as to defeat any apportionment of wards, 
and force the election of thirty-six Aldermen 
on a single ticket. This, Ad-/nterim thinks, 
will deter Republicans from pressing an elec- 
tion of Mayor. He will not scare any person 
by such a proceeding. We have no doubt 
that a very large majority of the voters of 
this city would be rejoiced if the new Board 
of Aldermen was elected upon one ticket. 
The opportunities for erasing objectionable 
names would be so ample, and weuld be so 
efficacions, counting all over the city, that we 
have no doubt there would be an election of 
thirty-six Aldermen,—better men in the ag- 
gregate than have been elected to that 
Board for many years. If Mr. Cox vnt per- 
sists in his purpose to have the new Council 
elected by general ticket, he will gratify a 
very large portion of the people. If he does 
so under the impression that it will elect 
thirty-six of his own chosen bummers, he 
will find himself wofully mistaken. If he 
has such an im on, why does he not dare 
to place himself at the head of such a ticket 
and ask for re-election? We have no hesita- 
tion in saying that such is the universal hos- 
tility to the Cor v style of Government that 
the people of Chicago will turn out at the 
next election as they have never done before, 
and will rout the rotten and corrupt bummer 
dynasty with unmistakable unanimity. 

The Mayor, in answer to all appeals for an 
election in April, resorts to the silly state- 
ment that the Supreme Court has decided 
that he was entitled to holdover. The Court 
has decided nothing of the kind, Judge Scorr 
expressly declaring that the Court was unable 
to reach any decision on the case one way or 
the other. This left the matter precisely 
where it was before. Inthe absence of any 
judicial determination, the Council is free to 
interpret the law for itself, and, as three 
Judges of the Supreme Corrt back the opin- 
jon that a vacancy exists in the office of 
Mayor, and this opinion being backed 
by that of nine-tenths of the tax-payers of 
the city, the Common Coundil may safely, 
wisely, and necessarily submit the question 
to the people, leaving Mr. Cox vu to assert 
any right he may have in the esurte, The 


Common Coupe certainly have the right to 


interpret the charter, subject to an appeal to 
the courts by any aggrieved person. 

There is a provision in the charter making 
it the duty of the Common Council, when a 
vacancy in the office of Mayor is for more 
than one year, to order a special election to 
fill it, But the charter further provides that, 
when à vacancy exists, and the unexpired 
term is for less than a year, then the vacancy 
shall be filled by the Council electing one 
of their own number to act as Mayor until 
the next regular election. This is a proceed- 
ing which the Mayor cannot veto; and, 
while he may by his veto defeat and prevent 
an election of a successor by the people, the 
new Council (the unexpired term of the 
Mayor’s office being then less than one year) 
may, by a merely majority vote, elect a 
Mayor, and let Mr. Coxrvm go to the courts 
in an action against his successor. Perhaps 
Mr. Cor vm, upon reflection, will accept the 
more graceful mode of retiring,—letting the 
people, and not the Council, elect his suc- 
cessor. 


EXPANSION CAUSED THE PANIC. 
When the front falls out of Mulberry 
Sellers’ make-believe stove, revealing the soli- 
tary tallow dip that gave forth the delusive 
glow, and that ingenious gentleman explains 
how he has discovered that all that is needed 
in a stove is the appearance of heat,” the 
audience of The Gilded Age” laugh up- 
roariously; and when the Hon. W. D. Kerzizr 
appears in his favorite role of Economist in 
his well-worn play of The Paper Age,” the 
temptation to a derisive smile is irresistible. 
His sentences glow with syllogisms, and are 
piled high with statistics. The listener is 
pressed to warm himself in the grateful radi- 
ation, and to experience the comfortable heat 
of the terrific combustion in progress of 
politico-economic facts, figures, and logic. 
But, alas! there is nothing in it after all but 
the appearance of heat.” Mr. Kexrizry has 
been speaking his piece on paper money 
again,—he has but one speech on this ques- 
tion,—and we have already criticised the 
performance. It is not too late to pay Mr. 
KxrLxr our final respects, and take his can dle 
out of the furnace and put it on the table 
where it may give light. Mr. KLLur says: 
I invite the attention of gentlemen toa table which 
is most significant on this point. Itisa table of the 
loans and discounts, the capital and surplus, the indi- 
vidual deposita, and the legal-tender reserves of the 
National Banks on the Ist of October in each year, 
from October, 1865, to Sept. 12, 1873. In 1866 the loans 
and discounts were $487,000,000, and the lagal-tender 
reserve was 5190, 000, 000. In 1873 the $4897,000,000 of 
loans and discounts had swollen to $044,000,000 and the 
reserve had shrunk from $189,000,000 to $118,000,000, 
Thus it is shown as you contract the money you en- 
slave labor and enterprise (), consolidate capital, and 
raise the rates of interest, building, as I said, an in- 
verted pyramid, whieh, sooner or later, must topple, 
involving all in destruction. But let the figures tall 
their own story:

These figures exhibit enormous expansion 
of loans, and at the same time a decreasing 
amount of idle legal-tenders held in reserve. In 
1865 the legal-tender reserves were out of all 
proportion too large, for at that time the 
bank- note circulation was actually less than 
the amount of greenbacks in their vaults. It 
is perfectly preposterous for Keiuxy to say 
that the figures exhibit a contraction of 
money; on the contrarysthere was too much 
loaned and too much expansion all round. 
The figures prove that the panic was not the 
result of a contraction of money, but of 
an expansion of bank credit. Nor is 
there the shadow of a foundation 
for his assumption that the expansion 
of bank credits was due to a contraction of 
the volume of currency. As we showed ina 
previous article, there was in 1865 a circulat- 
ing currency, including bank-notes, of $565,- 
000,000, with a purchasing power of $384,- 
200,000 in gold, and in 1873 of $721,000,000, 
with a purchasing power of $620,000,000 in 
gold. The facts are that we have had expan- 
sion,—expansion of the currency,—expansion 
of credits,—expansion of business,—and, last 
and worst, expansion of Mr. KLxx's finan- 
cial theories. The bank loans and discounts 
were $487,000,000 in 1865,—these were bank 
credits redeemable in money, and with green- 


| backs at 68 had a purchasing power in gold of 


about $331,160,000. They rose by successive 
gradations till in 1873 they were $944,000,000, 
with a purchasing power in gold of about 86 
cents, and in the aggregate $812,000,000. 
The capital and surplus increased much less 
rapidly than the loans,—a proof of the ten- 
dency of business to overdo itself. The in- 
dividual deposits increased from $549,000,000 
in 1865 to $623,000,000 in 1873, or, express- 
ing them in terms of purchasing power, from 
$373,820,000 to $535,780,000,—an increase 
relatively considerably less than that in the 
loans and discounts. All these facts point to 
the true cause of the panic, which was, in a 
word, over-lending and over-speculation. The 
banks, as they always do, yielded to the in- 
fluences of the period, and extended their 
business as every one else was doing. Rail- 
roads were being extended in every direction, 
and commercial and financial speculations 
were rife. Debts were piled up far beyond 
any possibility of paying them. The com- 
munity was awaked to this state of affairs by 
the failure of Jar Cooxx & Co. in September, 
1878. The panic, and the thousands of com- 
mercial failures that have followed in each 
succeeding year, are the results. How 
preposterous the assertion is that the 
contraction of the currency was the 
cause of this speculation and its col- 
lapse! Jos would have broken down 
if his patience had been put to the test of 
answering such folly. In the first place, 
there was no contraction of the currency ; in 
the second place, if there had been, it would 
have checked over-trading and over-specula-. 
tion, and the elements of panic would not 
have existed. Mr. Ketuer’s disregard of the 
facts of the currency question would be sub- 
lime if it did not go a step beyond, and into 
the ridiculous. Like the colored gentleman 
who applied for admission into one of the 
folds of Zion, and pleaded, when charged with 
having a few hours before plundered a neigh- 
bor’s hen-roost, that he didn’t “ propose to 
let one poor hen stand between him and his 
Lord,” Kxtiuxr never lets any little facts 
stand between him and his argument. He 
treats facts with the liberality of his master, 
Hexry C. Canzy, in one of whose volumes 
Joux Sruarr Mux is said to have discovered 
500 misstatements of fact. We have exposed 
Mr. Katiey'’s misstatements with regard to 
the contraction. of the currency, and must 
apply to him the familiar principie,—False in 


one, falee in all. 
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with a dollar of money or bonds. Congress 
voted a large land-grant to the Company con- 
structing it. Congress also about the same 
time voted an equally large land-grant per 
mile to aid the construction of the 
Southern Pacific Road. The granted 
land on both routed beyond the 100th 
meridian are supposed to be of equal 
value, be the same much or little. 
The only road the Government has ever 
aided with bonds isthe Union-Central Pacific, 
and we trust it will be an exception. Tue 
Trisune was in favor of the bill which 
passed Congress in 1862 granting bond aid 
to build one central railway across the 2,000 
miles of trackless, treeless plains and moun- 
tains, and taking a first mortgage on the road 
for security. It seemed tous to be an im- 
perative national necessity. Private capital 
shrank back, refusing to undertake the enor- 
mous task unless aided by the Government. 
The ‘States and Territories of the Pacific 
Slope, insisted upon the construction of the 
road. Their continuance in the Union was 
thought somewhat to depend upon 
a railway communication with the 
„Mother Country.” They were prac- 
tically as inaccessible to the States of 
the East as Australia is to Great Brit- 
ain. The Indians were roaming over the plains, 
capturing the mail-coaches, and murderiig 
and robbing the passengers, and massacreing 
the emigrants who were toilsomely crawling 
over the 2,000 miles of desert and mountain, 

—spending from early spring till autumn to 
reach California. The Mormons had planted 
themselves in the midst of those vast steppes, 
on the borders of Salt Lake, erected an inde- 
pendent Government, set the American flag 
at defiance, and perpetrated such outrages on 
emigrants as they pleased, including the 
Mountain Meadows massacre, which sent a 
thrill of horror over the land. In common 

with all men not in open rebellion at that time, 

—1862,—we deemed the construction of a na- 

tional highway across the great plains, 

from the Missouri River to the Pa- 

cific Coast, to be a national ne- 

cessity, amd advocated the proposition 

to render such assistance as was essential. 

The subsequent change in the law made m 

May, 1864, whereby the first-mortgage lien 

was changed to a second mortgage, Tax TnIn- 

unn disapproved of, and has always con- 

demned. We trust the Avalanche is now an- 

swered, and will rest aatisiied. There is no 

national necessity for any more Gevernment 

subsidies to railroad schemes. All the new 

roads needed will be built in due time without 

the aid of national bonds. The Southern 

California Railroad Company is urging Con- 

mess to let it build the Southern Pacifie Rail- 

way for the land-grant offered to Tom Soorr. 

They propose to do it without any bonds. 

Why not let them build the road ? 


The City of New York is at last waking up 
to a realizing sense of the rapacity of its tax- 
eaters, and the overwhelming burden that 
has been laid upon its working capital and 
productive industries. The table which was 
printed in Tax Trrscwz of yesterday, giving 
the taxation and indebtedness of various 
cities in this country, shows that the taxation 
of that city is $32,312,812, and the municipal 
indebtedness $140,379,103, which is nearly 
seven times greater than the indebtedness in 
1860. The people of that city are evidently 
growing appalled at the prospect before 
them. It is costing them more to run their 
City Government than it cost torun the Gov- 
ernment of the United States in Hanrzson’s 
time. The city having been pretty nearly 
ruined by the _ tax-eaters, and  busi- 
ness having been seriously crippled, they 
are now destirring themselves to see 
where a saving can be effected. The first 
attempt has come in the form of a bill intro- 
duced in the Legislature for the cutting 
down of salaries, which has passed to a third 
reading. Among the large-salaried officials 
the following reductions are pending: The 
Mayor, from $12,000 to $8,000; the Comp- 
troller, from $10,000 to $8,000; the Com- 
missioner of Public Works, from $10,000 to 
56,000; the Corporation Counsel, from $15,- 
000.to $8,000; the President of the Police 
Board, from $8,000 to $6,000; the Police 
Commissioners, from $7,000 to $5,000; the 
President of the Fire Department, from 
$7,500 to $5,000; the President of Charities 
and Corrections, from $7,500 to $4,000; the 
President of the Health Department, from 
$7,500 to $4,500; the Aldermen, from 
$4,000 to $2,000; and other officers in like 
ratio. In addition to this, the Comptroller 
has made suggestions to the Legislature by 
which the annual expenses of the Police 
Department can be reduced $514,840. 
By abolishing the Dock Department he would 
save $192,500. By having the Sanitary Inspéc- 
tions made another department, he would save 
$110,000. In the Department of Charities 
and Corrections he thinks he can save 863, 
500, and in the Department of Buildings 
$32,500. Altogether he has made sug- 
gestions to the Legislature by which 6913, 
340 can be saved; but this isa very large 
sum to be saved, and consequently the tax- 
eaters are making a desperate fight against 
the Comptroller’s ruinous economy. The 
bill pending in the Legislature for the re- 
duction of salaries is also meeting with de- 
termined opposition, and the New York 
World, which is dn organ of tax-eaters, in- 
timates that it will be defeated. These 
propositions, however, show that the people 
of New York are waking up to the fact that 
the tax-eaters are devouring their substwace 
like locusts, and that there will be nothing 
left very soon if something is not done to 
stop the thieves. It is a question of life or 
death with them,—of resistance to the thieves 


or bankruptcy.

Henee no gold for redemption purposes can 
be obtained from that source, and the attempt 
to redeem will be a disgraceful failure. It is 
true the act provides that the Secretary may

vide for the sinking fund, and the 
Resumption act does not permit the Secre- 
tary to employ any of the sinking-fund 
money for redemption purposes, which is a 
stupid blunder. 

Let us. suppose, however, that 44 per cent 
fifteen-year bonds would sell freely for their 
face in gold, and that the Secretary shall ex- 
change $370,000,000 of them for gold, and 
with that money in 1879 redeem all the 
greenbacks and cancel them. The practical 
result will be the same as funding them into 
4} per cent bonds. But it is believed they 
can be funded into a 3.65 thirty-year gold 
bond, and thereby save nearly $4,000,000 of 
annual interest. Why should a 4} funding 
bond be issued if the work can be done with 
3.65 per cent bond? And what is the use of 
selling bonds for geld and redeeming the 
greenbacks in coin if the holders are willing 
to exchange them for bonds without the in- 
tervention of gold? We have asked this 
question before, but the Congressional advo- 
cates of the circumlocution method have not 
seen proper to answer it. 


THE OMAHA BRIDGE CASE. 

The Supreme Court of the United States 
has decided that the bridge over the Missouri 
River at Omaha is a part of the Union Pacific 
Railway, and that it must not be operated as 
a toll-gate by that road. Of course the cars 
of the Union Pacific must be run to Council 
Bluffs, and the transfer of freight and passen- 
gers must be made there. At the commence- 
ment of the controversy between Council 
Bluffs and Omaha, Tun Tamer examined 
the whole subject carefully, even sending to 
Washington for some of the laws under 
which the bridge and the railway were built. 
We became thoroughly convinced that the 
Supreme Court could not possibly reach any 
other conclusion than the one it has just an- 
nounced. The franchises of the Union Pacific 
require the Company to connect with other 
roads on the Iowa shore. 

This decision, based on a just construction 
of the acts of Congress, accords exactly with 
the necessities and the convenience of the 
business and the traveling public. Five 
Eastern roads, viz.: the Chicago, Burlington 
& Quincy, Chicago & Northwestern, St. 
Louis, Kansas City & Council Bluffs, Chicago 
& Rock Island, and the Sioux City & Pacific, 
all have their western termini at Council 
Bluffs, and, since the completion of the 
bridge, passengers, and we presume freight 
as well, have been transferred from all these 
roads to a separate train to cross the river, 
when a second transfer had to be made. 
For this transfer of a mile or two 
passengers were charged half a dollar, and 
the cost and injury to freight in handling 
were very heavy items. These outrageous and 
illegal charges the managers of the Union 
Pacific claimed the right to exact from the

In May, 1870, the old man again arrived upon 
the ground, and operations were pushed vigor- 
ously.

I remembered what he had said to Ur- 
hart, and refused to talk with bim, but from 
au knowledge ot the man 1 looked for trouble 
from him. He stayed around for some ti 
and we didn’t know what he was up to, but it 
finally turned out that ne and an E. P. Johnson 
had together worked up an old title to the St. 
Louis Mine, which was located just below the 
old North Ssar, and just about the Emma. He 
got out an injunction and made his claims, and 
all that sort of thing. The case was tried before 
Judge McKean, in Salt Lake City, in the summer 
of 1870. Lyon was represented by E. P. John- 
son (not H. A. Johnson, as he swore before tae 
Committee), Col. S. A. Mans, then Secretary of 
State of Utah, and another man whose name I 
have forgotten. Our counsel were Col. Ed 8. 
Jocelyn, of Elgin, and Marshal & Carter, of Salt 
Lake City, and we beat him, d—n him, beat him 
clean out of his’ boots.” 

Speaking of the claim made by Lyon, Chisholm 
says that Lyen swore to having taken out 75 
tons of ore; that at the time he fixed for that 
remarkable delivery the shaft had only been 
sunk 20 feet, and the only lump of ore taken 
out until some time after weighed 25 pounds, 
and farther, that Lyon was in New York at the 
time. Chisholm and Woodman swore that Lyon 
had never taken an ounce out of that mine ino 
bis life. They sent Col. David E. Buell and 
Capt. Rawlins into the shaft to examine it, and 
both swore that at the time Lyon claimed the 
removal of the 75 tons there hadn't been any 
taken ont by anybody, for the apparently 
sufficient reason that there wasn't a pound in the 
shaft. Upon this statement of fact, the Court 
set aside the injunction. 

„Col. William 8. Walker told me,” said Mr.

WISCONSIN. 
' THE CENTENNIAL APPROPRIATION. 
Special DispateA to The Chicago Tribune. 

Mapison, Wis., March 2.—The Conference 
Committee on the Centennial Appropriation bill 
reported in both Houses, recommending that 
the Senate agree to the amendment requiring 
the Governor's authorization to all purchases, 
the Assembly amendment reducing the amount 
to $10,000, and proposing a further amendment 
that all accounts shall be approved by the Gov- 
ernor before payment. The report, leaving the 
amount at $20,000, was concurred in by a upani- 
mous vote in the Senate and a vote of 62 to 31 in 
the Assembly, after speeches in favor by Lees, 
Pulien, Keogh, Fagg. and Stocking, and against 
by Charlten. 

OTHER SENATE PROCEEDINGS. 

The Senate eccupied considerable time on the 
bill making incurable insanity ground for di- 
vorce ; advocated by Senato yp Reed, Barron, 
and R. E. Davis; opposed by Silverthora and 
Zora, and ordered to a third reading, 20 to 11. 

Senator H. N. Davis offered a preamble and 
lengthy resolutions directing inquiry as to the 
advisability of transforming tbe present State- 
Prison buildings into hospitals for incurable in- 
sane, and locating the prizon somewhere else, or 
of erecting a hospital for the incurable insane 
somewhere else. 

Several Assembly biile were concurred in,

ment of Agents for the Protection of State 
Lande from the Secretary of State, Treasurer, 
and Attorney-General, to the Governor; to pro- 
vide forthe payment of costs arising from ac- 
tions brought in the name of the State by the 
Special Treasury Agent; to amend the law of 
1872 authorizing ctues to establish free public 
libraries; to repeal Char. 848 of the laws of 
1874 relating to the protection of lands and 
timber granted the St. Croix & Lake Superior 
Railroad Company. 
OTHER ASSEMBLY PROCEFDINGS. 

The Assembly passed a resolution accepting 
with thanks the Atlanta invitation for an excur- 
sion, and many members propose to go march- 
ing through Georgia. 

A resolution of inquiry regarding Gov. Taylor 
in the matter of expenditure of the contingent 
fund was referred to the Committee on State 
Affairs. 

Several Senate bills were concurred in, among 
them—to provide for the better care of paupers 
and destitute children; in relation to the organ- 
ization of towns; to extend the operation of 
Sec. 1 of Chap. 323, of the lars 
of 1875; relating to free high schools 
to every school district which has 
an incorporated vill therein ; to amend Chap. 
109, General Laws of 1874, for the safe keeping 
of the report of the Geological Survey ; in rela- 
tion to claims against the presented to the 
Legisiature, providing thatthe Attorney-Gen- 
eral shall examine and give bis opinion on all 
such claims; to provide for the preparation, 
publication, and distribution of the final report 
of the Geological Survey,and to appropriate 
$25,000 therefor. 

Among the Assembly bills passed were—pro- 
viding that salaries of State officers and em- 
ployes shall be paid at the end, not the beginning 
of the quarter; to provide for holding Normal 
Institutes of two weeks; to amend the charter 
of the Wisconsin Valley Railway. 

Among the bills indefinitely postponed were— 
to re the proviso in Sec. 1 of Chap. 181 of 
the we of 1872; in relation to tax deeds; to 
amend the Excise law. 

There was a sharp debate betwee members 
on the bill to repeal the law authorizing the Mil- 
waukee County Supervisors to appropriate a cer- 
tain eum to the County Treasurer for clerk-hire, 
resulting in a call of the House, pending which 
the Assembly adjourned with plenty of business 
on the Clerk's desk.

Ds Mores, Ia., March 2.—The House yes- 
terday afternoon passed to its engrossment the 
bill restoring capital punishment; also, the bill

In the House this morning, the Railroad 
Committee decided (8 te 6, three not voting) to 
recommend the bill to the House which is main- 
ly known as Bush's bill, to elect a Commissioner 
and repeal the schedule of freights. Six voted 
for the Thayer bill, modifying the classification 
of roads and creating a Board of Commissioners 
with power to adjust the rates. It repeals the 
present tariff rates. 

Bills were passed to a second reading to au- 
thorize cities to regulate the sale of intoxicating 
liquor, not prohibited by laws of the State; to 
require clerks of courts to report all cases of 
killing, or assault with intent to kill, and all 
other crimes in his county ; requiring a jury, 
when the defense is insauitv, to so state it in 
their verdict, when the court shall send the de- 
fendant to the Insane Hospital ; authorizing 
Supervisors to set aside taxes delinquent for 
more than three years; to provide for takiu 
the State census; to prohibit the shooting o 
pigeons, or disturbing them when in their pest- 
ing places ; to compel Supervisors to appoint 
an Inspector of Coal Mines; providing that ac- 
tiops on written contracts may be brought where 
payment is stipulated to be made ; that in ac- 
tions for a partition of real estate the plsiotif 
must show that the defendant denied the plain- 
tiff’s right. 

The State Auditor reported, by request, that 
there had been appropriated, from 1858 to 1876, 
206,681 to the State University, aud $219,713.55 
to the State Agricultural Colleges. 

The bill appropriating $4,000 to the State 
Agricultural Rocis ty was taken up, pending 
which the House adjourned.

The gross earnings upon your lines during the last 
year were less than for any year since 1468, The re- 
ceipts from passenger traffic were less than in any year 
since 1867, If the reduced earnings hed been due to 
the opening of new lines competing with yours, or to 
any cause of a permanent character, it would lead to 
serious apprebension as to the future value of your 
property, but to all who have been well advised as to 
the crops during the last two years in the country 
traversed by your lines, the cause of this large de- 
crease in earning w apparent, The large reducuon in 
passenger receipts results, to a considerable degree, 
from the general prostration of business throughout 
the country. But the number of passengers, as weil 
as the amount of freight transported, has been largely 
reduced by the successive short crops, 

In 1873 the crop of corn was about one-half the 
usual quantity, and furnished to your line for traus- 
portation in 1874, 8,529,010 bushels, the amount trans- 
ported tue preceding year bemg 11,207,377 busheis, In 
1874 the corn crop was in many sections almost an en- 
tire failure, and furnished for trausportation in 1875 
4,929,901 bushels, or about 45 per cent of the average 
of preceding years. Upon the corn crop of the pre- 
ceding year depends not only the amount of corn to 
be transported, but also the number of cattle and hogs. 

The reduction in passenger receipte and the loss of 
receipts from the transportation corn alone (com- 
pared with those of the preceding year) amount tos 
sum only $12,000 lees than the entire reduction of re- 
ceipts for the year, aud the loss on the transportation 
of corn, cattle, and hogs far exceeds the entire loss for 
the year. If the comparison is made between the 
amount of corn transported in 1873 (the crop of 1872 
being no greater than an average), the loss on the 
transportation of corn alone is found to be $530,115, 
which sum exceeds the entire reduction of receipts in 
1575, compared with 1874, by $50,651, The coal traffic 
in 1575 shows an increase of 164,907 tons, or nearly 29 
per cent over that of the preceding year, 

It is gratifying to observe that with an increased 
tonnage of freight transported, and more than an 
average amount of repairs and renewals charged in 
that acoount during the year, the operating expenses 
are jess than in any year since 1808, The accouute for 
the last year show much that is encouraging in rela- 
tion to future tratic. Perhaps the best index we have 
of the progressjof improvements in towns and upon 
farms where people rely upon your railway for trans- 
oe is zu the comparative amounts of lumber 

ransported for building purposes, 

The amount transported in 1876 was 84,443,440 feet, 
which exceeds that in 1874 by 12,016,440 feet, and that 
in 1873 by 3,546,223 feet. In many otber articles 
transported, there was an increase compared with the 
preceding year. 

The crops in 1875 were larger than for several years 
past. Your road and equipment has been in all re 
spects maintained in first-claas condition, and your 
Directors are contidentiy expecting better results from 
the trafic of the present year.

LETTERS FROM THE PEOPLE. 


DO ARCHITECTS DEAL 4 “‘ BRACE” Game ? 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune: 

CuicaGo, March 2.—We have had a vast array 
of testimony of late wherefrom one could almost 
conclude that a man’s honor is all but ready to 
be put in type with the regular commercial quo- 
tations. It has never created much surprise that 
occasionally a heathen business man bas in ven- 
toried his honor along with his merchandise, and 
has disposed of both fora song. The tricks of 
trade have always exacted eternal vigilance ; 
but, of late, those have become bat innocent 

leasantries when compared to the deliberate 

otrayal of trusts upon the part of professional 
menu. in the clerical and legal protessions (the 
two greatest) we have seon some notable cases 
of swirched honor: bat I eam not aiming 
eo high I would like to call public 
attention to some i. practitioners in a 
minor profession (the architectural), and 
to certain practices which are dishonorable and 
threvish. It is an old story to be sure; but tne 
action which I characterize as dishonorable has 
become so disgustingly common that one can 
scarcely catch a glimpse of the honorahie men in 
the profession from the appalling array of hands 
thrast behind for back-pay.” 

However, the demands to be ‘‘ greased,” 
odious as they may be, would be in a measure 
tolerable but for that other trick so very ancient 
in usage and odor. In the lan of the 
world's people, it is giving a bid away.” As 
beanng upon this point I would say that I have 
been in this city for ten years in a line of busi- 
ness that includes ‘‘ specialties” as distinguished 
from one consisting of “staples.” Within this 
time I have had occasion to submit bids time 
after time to leading architects. From the 


nature of my sources of supply, and, 
considering my expenses (about zero: 
office. store, safe, books are all 


contained in my hat and overcoat), I can at 
au time underbid by from 25 to 50 per cent any 
firm incidentally bidding upon the same thing: 
asa‘*‘firm” at once | under the two dis- 
advantages of greater primary costs and greater 
expenses. ' 

Tuat I may show that I know precisely where 
I stand, I will state that, in many square 
offices, I have secured contracts by hundreds of 
dollars from the next best, even where the total 
was of po great amount. But there are four 
ollices among our local Michael-Angeios where 
po figures seem toavail. I have sometimes 
purposely figured higber than Giilderoy’s kite, 
andthe next time bave gone so low as te reach 
the Azoic rocks: but the result is the same. 
Each time I am blandly informed the 
that I have lost by from $10 to 
#20, and, what is the more astonishing, I am 
always beaten in these four offices by the 
same competitor. Elsewhere, the particular com- 
petitor alluded to has never secured 4 contract 
over me or any one else to my knowledge; and 
the bids eleewhere Co not have that monotonous, 


as the action of a thief; 
proof would be next to impossible, the prima 
facie evidence is quite sufficient to warract my

THE STATE INSURANCE COMPANY. 
HOLDING A SESSION ON SMITH. 

About twenty-five creditors of the lefunet 
State Insurance Company held a meeting vester- 
day afternoon in the United States Circuit Court 
room to consult over the welfare of George C. 
Smith, who is luxuriating in Morristown, N. J. 
About ten cays ago Smith was arrested in New 
Vork on certain proceedings begun to compel 
him to pay over certain moneys belonging to the 
Insurance Company. Last Monday notices were 
sent to all the creditors to hold a meeting to con- 
sult what maasures should be taken against 
Smith, and thay assembled yesterday. The meet- 
ting was called to order by Registar Hibbard, 
who stated that the object was to direct the 
Assignee what steps he should take as to the 
prosecution of the pr lately com- 
menced in New York 


inst Smith for the re- 
erer of about $200, 


under the recent decision of Jadge Drummond, 
The Assignee did not feelinclined to incur ex- 
penses in additional proceedings in New York 
without authority from the creditors. The Reg- 
ister then called on Col. J. S. Cooper to give a 
statement of the condition of in New 


York. 
COL. COOPER 
then rose and stated that he became convinced 
a short time ago that a decision would soon be giv- 
en on the rule on Smith to pay over about $200,- 
000 belonging to the State Insurance Company. 
Inasmuch as Smith had removed from this city, 
first to New York, and then to Morristown, and 
had conveyed away hie astate in this city and 
county, amouating to over $300,000, it was very 
important in case the Assignee got a favorable 
decision on the rule to secure the person of 
Smith. By the time an attachment could be 
issued on Smith after the decision was rendered, 
he might be out of the country. Col. Cooper 
therefore determmed to go to New 
York and prevent Smith from leaving. He 
did so, and found that Smith. was mak ing 
preparations to go. He then examined the laws 
of New Jersey, but found that — me — a 
ood faith begm any proceedio 

Smith ia that State, but that he could do so 
under the lawe of New York, no matter what 
might be Judge Drummond's decision. He 
therefore began a suit to recover the balance due 
from Smith, amounting, with interest, to about

Smith was, however, uuable to get bondsmen, 
and after lying io jail a week an application was 
made to the Judge and the bail reduced to #100,- 
000, which was given, a gentieman in Buffalo, 
and another in Rochester, becoming bondsmen.

which was supported by these affidavits, was 
that. while he was Treasurer of the Insurance 
Company and President of the National Loan and 
Trust Company, tae Directors of the Insurance 
Company, being the eame persons who filed 
these affidavits, made an arrangement by which 
thev accepted the Loan and Trust Company as 
custodian in his place, though the by-laws pro- 
vided that he only should be responsible. The 
capital of the Loan and Trust Company was 
only $100,000, whils the moneys of the State 
Insurance Company deposited with it amounted 
to over $400,000. zt 
Col. Cooper said further that in his opinion 
those Directors who had committed such a breach 
of the by-laws were all individually responsible 
for any money so lost. by taking the bank instead 
of the Treaurer as custodian. In his opinion, 
also, if the ugs in New York and this 
city were vigorously pushed concurrently, he 
bad no doubt but that all the money could be re- 
covered from Smith, who was living in Morris- 
town in elegant stvie. Under the laws of New 
York, Smith was obliged to account 
for every dollar of his estate before 
he could escape from the proceedings which had 
been begun agaiost him, aod that he would nev- 
er be abie to do to the satisfaction of any honest 
judicial tribunal. Col. Cooper also had a 
LETTER FROM GOV. LOWE, 

one of his attorneys in New York, which gave a 
short account of what had deen done in New 
York, and stated that, in view of the expected 
decision of Judge Drammond, if it should be 
favorable to the Assignee and creditors, parties 
had been employed to watch George C. Smith, 
to prevent him from leaving the United 
States to avoid the attachment of the 
United States Court in Chicago, as 
that process would reach his person, 
and that those parties having reported that 
Smith was about to leave the country, proceed- 
ings were commenced in New York to hold him 
to bail. ‘The bail was fixed at $200,000, and sub- 
sequently on motion to discharge baila week 
hereafter. on it appearing to court that he had 
been under arrest a week without giving bail, 
Judge Pratt reduced the bail to $100,000 on 
Sinith’s counsel, Mr. Vanderpool, stating that 
his client could give that amount. which he gave, 
with parties in Buffalo and Rochester as sure- 
ties, who were worth half a million. The letter 
then continues : 

Sec. 187 of our code will show you the exact effect 
and object of bail; Defendant must render 
amenable to the process of the court during the pen- 
dency of the action, and for the enforcement of the 
judgment at all times. After judgment and after re- 
turn of nulla bons to execution against property, then 
comes execu against property and imprisonment . 
in County Jail: judgment be paid. By Sec. 292 
of the code, you will see what examinations of defend- 
ant can be had in supplemental! proceedings. 

* Inasmuch as, for reasons known to you, it is quite 
within the power of Smith to procure the money neces- 
— to pay this claim, we are very sanguine that he 
* do so ultimately after the experience of a 
trial and the force of sa personal execution 
and imprisonment have been gone through with, 
You observed in the examination of our 
laws on this subject, when here, that he would havea 
long and rough read to travel before obtaining a dis- 
charge from imprisonment on final process, 

Taking all things into consideration, and with our 
past experience of such cases in New York, we think it 
altogether advisabie to push this case to judgment and 
execution against the person, if not settled to the sat- 
isfaction of the Assignee. This course seems to us to 
be especially desirable now that Judge ond 
has intimated in his decision on the rule, that Smith’s 
inability to pay (which he would of course not hesitate 
to swear to), would be good cause to discharge him. 
Smith will be smart enough to avail himself of such an 
intimation unless heid in the iron grip of the law here, 

Col. Van Arman followed Col. Cooper, corrob- 
orating his opinion, and also urging vigorous 
action. 

R. W. Hale then offered a resolution that the 
Assignee bo authorized to prosecute vigorously 
the proceedings against Smith in New York, and 
also in this city, until he should pay over all 
moneys in his hands belonging to the insurance 
company. The resolution was 
mously, and the meeting then adjourned.

The rumors that Otto Biuhm was about to aug- 
ment the crooked colony under the supervision 
of Messrs. Newhaus, Becker, Mattern, and oth- 
ers on the Canadian shore, yesterday proved to 
be true, and now Otto is blooming on some 
foreign shore. Wednesday morning City-

dict him for forgery and larceny. Otto was on 
hand and did his utmost towards coercing the 
saloon-keepers into coloring their testimony in 
his favor, and when this failed he assailed 
Mr. Forrest with threats that, if be did 
not bridle his tongue, facta would be 
forthcoming that would cause him some regrets. 
Mr. Forrest invited him to tell all he knew, and 
offered to introduce him to the Grand Jury, 
which so exasperated Otto that he called Mr. 
Forrest all the foul names he could remember. 
In the afternooon he absented himself from 
his business headquarters in a saloon — 4 
the City-Hall, and it was rumor that 
he was about to leave town. At about 
3 o'clock he visited bis sal borrowed 
from his $25 with which to 
pay his license, claiming there was such s row 
about uncollected taxes that he wished to get rid 
of any trouble. He then went across to the City 
Clerk’s otlice, but, instead of getting a license, 
called on Mr. Edger for the rent of a house be- 
longing to him, which Edgar occupies. It was 
given him, and that was the last seen of him. 
As he has no home, it is impossible to learn 
aught concerning him, and the supposition that 
he has ran away to escape prosecution is the only 
reasonabie one.

THE MERCHANTS’ ALLIANCE. 
PRELAMINARY MEETING. 

Yesterday afternoon the merchants of this 
city and members of the Board of Trade were 
to have held a meeting ia the Arbitration Rooms 
of the last-named body, for the purpose of or- 
ganizing a Cheap Transportation Association. 
The meeting was called for 3 o'clock, but at that 
hour but few gentlemen were present.

CANADA, 


The Financial Statement of the 
Finance Minister—A Review of the 
Commercial Growth of the Country. 
Orrawa, Feb. 26.—The Hon. Mr. Cartwright, 

in his financial statement, pointed out the pecu- 

liar and exceptional circumstances under which 

the present crisis had approached and the im- 

possibility of foreseeing the form it would 

assume or the intensity of its effect. He ex- 
pressed the belief that it was not unattended 
with mitigating circumstances, and that the 
state of the country was actually less dan- 
gerous than it was under the influence 
of inflation three years ago. In the year 
ending Juve 30, 1875, the receipts were 
$24.648,715 and the expenditures $23,713,071, 
leaving a surplus of $935,644, The current year, 
therefore, would be the first to show a deficit. 

But in 1874 the importe entered for consump- 

tion, our chief source of revenue, were $127,- 

404,169, and in 1875 they were only $119,678, 657, 

showing a decrease of $7,785,512. The exports 

in 1874 amounted to $89,351,928, and in 1875 to 
only $77,886,979, or a decrease of $11,464,949. 

Mr. Cartwright entered into a careful analysis 

of the items in the account of receipts and ex- 

penditures, which tended on the whole to show 
that the balances of 1875 were even more favor- 
able than at first sight would appear. But while 
exceedingly interesting in themselves, his ob- 
servations need not be recapitulated at 

the present moment. Coming to 1878-78, 

it was shown by the returns brought 

down that the revenue ap to Feb, 10 shows a 

falling off as against the revenue of 1874.75 for 

the same period of about $2.000,000, the figures 

being for 187475, $14,856,121, and for 1875-’76, 

$12,820,785. In the first six months of the pres- 

ent financial year the imports were only $51,923, -

People, often without experience, have 
rushed into speculation in lumbering and other 
hazardous enterprises. While the estimates for 
1876-'77 are $22,882,819, showing a gross reduc- 
tion, as against the estimates for 1875-76, of 
$3,247,030, against which there are some items 
of increase, amounting to $776,000, leaving a 
net saving of $2,470,768, the sources of revenue 
for the ensuing year are, witbout any change ino 
the rates of taxation, calculated as follows:

Regarding the present state of affairs as ex- 
ceptioua!, the Finance Minister proposes to meet 
the demands of the year with the resources al- 
ready at command, sensible on the one hand of 
the partial inconvenience caused to the Canadian 
maoufacturers by the flooding of their markets 
with American goods. Mr. Cartwright, on the 
other hand, declines totax nineteen-twentieths 
of the people for the benefit of one-twentieth 
dependent on manufactures (not exceeding that 
proportion). He comes, ultimately, to the con- 
clusion that, even if it could be shown that a 
protective system would result favorably to Can- 
ada, this is no time for any experimental! legisla- 
lation.

BUTTER AND EGGS. 


Last Day’s Proceedings ef the wreat 
Convention at Davenport—The As. 
sociation to Meet Next Lear in Chi. 
cago. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicage Tribune. 

Davenport, Ia., March 2.—The National Bat- 
ter and Egg Association reconvened to-day at 10 
o'clock, with a number of additional delegates 
present, especially from Iowa. The total num- 
ber of delegates present reaches 100, and a finer 
body of enterprising businese-men it would be 
hard to find. 

To-day’s sessions were heid in the Opera- 
House, and were attended by many visitors. 

It is remarked that St. Louis has not a dele- 
gate present, while Chicago has eighteen here. 

STATISTICAL, 

At this morning's session reports were sub- 
mitted showing that the butter, and eggs, and 
cheese interest exceed any other product in 
value and importance. It was estimated that 
the people of the United States consume an- 
pually 1,040,000,000 pounds of butter for table 
use alone, and for culinary purposes probably 2 
third more, making a total for home consump- 
tion ef 1,387,000,000 pounds. Besides this 
amount, there is an average export of about 
15,000,000 pounds, making an annual product 
credited to the United States of 1,402,000,000 
pounds, which is valued at $420,600,000. It is 
stated, by a gentieman of acknowledged author- 
ity in dairy matters, that this product consumes 
the milk of 54 per cent of the milch cowsin the 
ante States, which is estimated to be 13,000,- 


COURTESIES.
